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Report of School Committee 


To the Citizens of Dixfield: 


As your School Committee we submit to you our annual report. . 

We have endeavored to maintain the standard of our schools by 
hiring the best teachers and procuring the best equipment for our 
children that the funds alloted to us would allow. 

We have cut our budget for next year in two items. We are 
asking for a smaller amount for repairs as our buildings are now in 
good condition. However, it is necessary to do something each year 
in order to keep them so. Steel ceilings are needed in the room used 
by the third and fourth grades of the Central School and also in the 
room occupied by the fifth and sixth grades. The ceilings in the 
halls are becoming quite loose so it may be necessary to spend some 
money on them before the end of another year. We have also cut our 
common school recommendation. The amount asked for will be 
sufficient if we do not find it necessary to increase our transportation 
expense. 3 

We all regret that there has been so much illness in our high 
school faculty but we do feel as though we have been very fortunate 
in being able to secure competent substitutes. We also appreciate 
very much the untiring efforts of our teachers.

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Report of Dixfield High School 


To the Superintendent and School Committee of Dixfild, Maine: 


Since progressive thinkers consider that the end of any training 
is its contribution to human happiness, the faculty of Dixfield High 
School are glad of this opportunity offered to present to the public a 
brief resume of the aims of the institution. 

It is the policy of the present management to inculcate in the 
minds of students the dignity of labor and the joy of achievement. 
To many pupils of high school age the daily lessons are tasks grudg- 
ingly performed. This type of scholar will generally respond when 
he is led to see that the mathematical, scientific or literary assign- 
ment is simply a problem to train him to think quickly and accurately 
and to see a situation from all its angles. The teachers endeavor to 
impress upon him that to the extent to which he conquers his daily 
assignments, to just that degree is he becoming master of himself 
and fitting himself to cope with life when he faces the same problems 
with which he now sees his elders struggling. 

He is furthermore taught that he must work cheerfully, for an 
attitude of discouragement dulls his thinking and retards the func- 
tioning of his physical body to a corresponding degree. It is likewise 
pointed out to him that his attitude cannot be concealed for it, is ev- 
erywhere manifested in the appearance of any shiftless pupil. ; 

Team work as well as individual attainment is also required. 
The student is made to realize that particular likes and dislikes must 
sometimes be set aside for the common goal. This training is accom- 
plished through the extra-curricular activities of the school, and it is. 
fitting at this time to mention these and some of their accomplish- 
ments. 


MUSIC 


The department of music speaks for itself. Mr. Thomas Holt. 
and the members of the band have certainly labored for the school 
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and they have demonstrated their school spirit by furnishing the 
music for last year’s graduation. Their annual concert given in Jan- 
Wary was an unqualified success. In addition the Dixfield Orchestra 
won the first prize in Class C for playing best the two selections 
assigned to them at the Annual State Meet of High School Orches- 
tras, held in Lewiston last May. The school gives credit in music to 
high school students and many are availing themselves of the Oppor- 
funity thus afforded. 

- ~The department of vocal music has also worked hard for the 
school and has contributed its full share of work. Under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Staples this group furnished the music for the bacca- 
daureate sermon. 


DEBATING 


Debating in our school represents only one phase of our junior 
and senior English course. With only two weeks of actual time 
faken for instruction, we can only hope to give the Principles of de- 
bate. Those students Participating in the Bates Interscholastic 
League are required to complete outside of school, the greater part 
of their work, for which they receive extra credit. It is the aim of 
. the instructor to give practice in the preparation and actual] presenta- 
tion of a speech, rather than to produce debaters. The question for 
debate this year is: Resolved, “ That the Jury System should be 
Abolished.” 


ATHLETICS 


The girls worked hard this season to produce the best basketball] 
.feam to wear the colors of D, HH. S. pigieilie: Rishac was elected cap-

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During the school years ending June, 1928, and June, 1929, Don- 
ald Rowe and Marion Holman were not absent. Their attendance 
‘was perfect also for the fall term of 1929. Consequently they at- 
tended school for 87 weeks without missing a session. 


REPAIRS 


In the Central School a steel ceiling was put up in the Sub- 
Primary room. The walls and ceiling of this room were painted. 
Two first class drinking fountains were purchased and installed. 
Both the upper and lower halls are now provided with drinking water 
so that it is no longer necessary to go to the basement to get a drink. 
This provision has made conditions far more sanitary and eliminated 
the disturbance formerly made by the pupils going up and down 
stairs on their way to and from the old fountains. A partition was 
built in the basement to keep the pupils from coming in contact with 
the steam pipes at the point where the heat enters the building. At 
times these pipes are so hot that a child might be burned severely if 
he should happen to fall against them. With the arrangement we 
have now there is no danger. The electric bel] system was repaired, 


Several minor repairs were made. The following equipment was 


purchased: book-case for the seventh and eighth grades, case of 
maps for the third and fourth grades, some new desks for pupils in 
the rooms where the seating capacity was not sufficient, a swivel 
chair for one of the high school rooms, and a few kindergarten 
chairs for the primary rooms, . 

The exterior of the Towle School was painted two coats. The 
school room was equipped with new desks for the pupils. These 
desks are of the most modern type and are highly recommended by 
the best authorities on posture of school children, An enclosure was 
built to provide a place for the new sink purchased by the Schoof 
League. A suspension geographical globe was also added to the 
equipment. 

Only minor repairs were made at the other schools. It was nec- 
essary to buy a few desks for the pupils at Severy Hifl, 


CLASS IN SEWING 


Considerable interest in sewing is being taken by the girls of the 
upper grades. A class was organized by Mrs. J. S, Sturtevant who 


is always ready and willing to give her services for a worthy cause, 
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I am sure that the girls will derive much benefit from her instruc- 
tion as she is thoroughly competent to teach them. At my request 
she submits the following report. 


By the request of our Superintendent, Mr. McGouldrick, I will 
give a report of the work done in my class in sewing. 

Realizing the need of Domestic Science and Manual Training in 
our school, and hoping that a start in this direction would lead to 
proper measures being taken by the Town and State for equipment 
necessary to properly conduct such courses, I proposed this plan to 
Mr. McGouldrick and the teachers— viz., to organize a class in 
sewing. Thirty-two girls, from fifth and sixth, seventh and eighth 
grades responded to the plan, and on September twenty-seventh we 
began our work. 

I furnished material for work bags, and thirty-one bags were 
neatly made. Since then each girl has furnished her own material, 
and work has been given out as follows — forty pillow slips, five 
night dresses, two suits of pajamas, two towels, one hemstitched 
centerpiece. This work is nearly completed. As soon as each girl 
has made one pair of pillow slips, a night dress or a suit of pajamas, 
and one towel, work will be commenced on a plain school dress. 

At the present time twenty-seven girls are enrolled; five have 
given up the work for various reasons. The class meets one hour 
each Monday afternoon, after school, at the school building, and 
often they come to my home for special instruction. 

A public exhibition of their work will be given the first week in 
June. 

I wish to thank the parents who have shown interest in the 
work, and especially I thank the interested friend who sent me Five 
Dollars for incidental expenses. 

My ambition in this work is, as I have above mentioned, to have 
Domestic Science and Manual Training in our school.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING WORK IN 
DIXFIELD FOR SCHOOL CHILDREN 


Before beginning work in the schools, a letter was sent to the 
Superintendent of Schools, suggesting that the physical examination 
cards be placed in the hands of the various teachers with instruc- 
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tions to fill out the data which was available, so that the nurse, on | 
her visit to the school, would not need to lose time in unnecessary 
‘clerical work, but could devote her full time to work that the teach- 
ers could not do. Ready response to this request was received, so 
little preliminary time was lost when the nurse was ready to begin 
her inspections. In all cases there has been wonderful codperation 
in the work from the school department and teachers. 

The following is a summary of the work the nurse did in your 
schools:

Home visits were made to parents of 92 children to explain the 
necessity of having conditions found cared for by physician. 
| The following corrections have been made: 


28 children with defective teeth — corrections completed 

21 children with defective teeth — under care 

1 child with tonsils and adenoids defect corrected 

10 children with tonsils and adenoids defects under medical care 
5 children with defective Vision corrected 


The above report will indicate the importance of continuing the 
work another year, and we urge that the town make an appropriation 
for this purpose. 
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Special mention should be made of the fact that 29 pupils out of 
42 in the seventh and eighth grades have certificates from dentists 
stating that these boys and girls have perfect dental conditions. In 
other wotds they ave had all corrections made so that they have no 
defective ‘teeth. teats’ | 


THE DIXFIELD SCHOOL BAND AND ORCHESTRA _ 

It has been requested that a short story of the activities of this: 
auxiliary adventure of the Central Schools be given the citizens, 
therefore this abridged analysis of its birth and progress is hereby, 
submitted by the instructor. 

The project was begun in the summer of 1925 by Mr. E. L.. 
Toner, Supt. at that time, and Thomas P. Holt, instructor. 

At the first rehearsal, which was on Sept. 18, 1925, there were: 
twenty children present equipped with instruments ready and anxious: 
to play a tune. But the tune they played must have been a descrip~ 
tive piece of the battle of Marne, for human ‘ears never listened to- 
any worse explosions, blats, brays, wails, whistles and whims, than 
filled that school building. But we plugged along and with lots of 
enthusiasm looked forward to the first concert which was given im 
little over a year and a quarter at Tuscan Opera House, Jan. 21,. 
1927. Very few of the starters quit but on the contrary, when the: 
first concert was given there was a membership of twenty-six. An 
annual concert has been given yearly ever since ‘with noticeable 
progress being seen at each year’s appearance. 

On March 4, 1927, another class, termed as Juniors, was started, 
with an enrollment of thirty members,.many of whom are now ith 
the oldest groups and termed the Seniors. And still another class, 
styled sub-Juniors, with an enrollment of twenty-five, was started’ 
March 21, 1928, a few of whom have made the Senior class, but stilf 
attend the Junior rehearsals. The present status of membership is: 
40 Seniors and 382 Juniors. 

At the State School Band and Orchestra Contest held at Lewis- 
ton, May 10, 1929, this organization attended and competed, winning 
1st prize in its class, C. For your information, Class A was for 
schools over 600 enrollment, ‘Class B schools of 250 to 600, and Class 
C for schools less than 250. 

Another stib-Junior class may be started this spring if time for 
it can be possibly found and a stifficient number of students make 
application and ‘really mean to stick to it and have the earnest inter- 
est and support of their parents. 
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All this has been accomplished, if you choose to style it as such, 
with very little expense to the Town. Total receipts from all sources 
to date are $1,606.00. Of this amount $764.00 has been obtained by 
their own endeavors. A citizen joint note for $250.00 and a balance 
‘from entertainments, dance, food sales and gifts from divers 
‘Sources started the undertaking financially, 


Following are expenditures to date: 


‘Citizens’ note and interest $270 00 
Music 272 00 
Instruments 740 00 
Chairs, stands, repair of instruments and sundry exp. 209 00 


And there is a credit balance of $115.00. These figures are approxi- 
mately correct but have not been carried into cents. This oppor- 
tunity must not be passed by, to very gratefully thank every one who 
has so kindly given their time, money and help, in doing things to help 
finance this musical enterprise in our town. The generous patronage 
at the annual Concerts and Dances is highly appreciated and the 
refreshment committees for the past two years, at these times, have 
been of most substantial financial aid. 


FINANCES 


No account is overdrawn. The sum of the unexpended amounts 
is $458.07 which will be carried forward for use next year. 

Your Committee and Superintendent have carefully considered 
the requirements of the schools for the coming year, have submitted 
the following list of recommendations to the members of the budget 
committee who have approved the same and recommend that these 
amounts be raised at the annual town meeting: |

The items in the budget are the same as last year with the excep- 
tion of common schools and repairs. Each of these is $300 less. 
Consequently the total budget is $600 less than the amount raised 
last year. 


In closing I wish to thank all the citizens of Dixfield who have 
aided the schools in any way the past year. Especially do I thank 
Mr. Thomas P. Holt for the gift of a valuable set of books about 
Maine History. These books are for use in the High School Library. 
I furthermore thank Dr. Sturtevant and Dr. Devoe for their services 
at the time the pupils in our schools were examined. Each doctor 
donated his services to the schools for a day. 

In behalf of the teachers and pupils I extend sympathy and best 
wishes to our high school principal, Mr. Wescott, who has been seri- 
ously ill in the Chipman Memorial Hospital, in St. Stephens, New 
Brunswick, since December 29th.

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby

Art. 5. ‘To establish the rate for collecting taxes and to 
choose a Tax Collector for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To choose one or more members of the School 
Board. 


Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to accept the report 
of the Municipal Officers for the year ending Feb. 10, 1931. 


Art. 8. To choose all other Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to have the poll 
taxes collected by May 1, 1931, or act in any way in relation 
thereto. 
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Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Municipal Officers to transfer unexpended balances of appro- 
priations from the past fiscal year to the same accounts this 
year. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town will vote to continue Class 
“A” of the Free High School and how much money the 
Town will vote to raise for the same. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for the maintenance and support of Common Schools, 
to purchase books and supplies, to repair schoolhouses, per- 
manent school fund, for superintendence, office expenses, 
laboratory, school library, insurance, lights, water, flags,

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Dixfield: 


As your School Committee we submit to you our an- 
nual report. 

A survey of our educational system shows that the past 
year has been a very successful one. The teachers are 
doing satisfactory work, and are well qualified for their 
respective positions. 

A comparison of the attendance statistics with the rec- 
ords of last year reveals the fact that the percentage attend- 
ance of the pupils is several points higher in most of the 
schools. 

The services of the Public Health Nurse are valuable 
in improving the physical conditions. Unless a child is 
right physically he cannot do first class work. Special 
effort has been made to have glasses provided for children 
who have defective vision. Some financial assistance to 
parents who are unable to buy glasses for their children 
has been rendered by the Lions Club, and we wish to ex- 
press our thanks for the same. It is hoped that other 
organizations may assist in this respect, until every pupil 
can see correctly. 

A very outstanding improvement in the rural schools 
is the progress in penmanship. Mrs. Towle, the rural 
helping teacher, has given special attention to the writing 
of pupils, and many of them deserve much credit for their 
accomplishments. Velita Whitman, a sixth grade pupil in 
the Dixfield Common School, made such an excellent rec- 
ord for improvement that she had the honor of having 
her picture and a specimen of her handwriting appear in 
the “American Penman”, a national penmanship magazine. 
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For detailed information about attendance statistics, 
repairs, physical conditions, music, and finances we refer 
you to the report of the Superintendent of Schools.

To the Superintendent, School Committee and Citizens of 
Dixfield: 

It is with pleasure that I submit to you my second an- 
nual report of the status and activities of the Dixfield High 
School. This year we have the largest enrollment that 
we have ever had. School opened September 8th with an 
enrollment of 84 students.

ai i of number of different students registered during the 
term was 88, there being 44 girls and 44 boys. 

The average attendance for the term was as follows: 
Freshmen 97.7% ; Sophomores 96.2% ; Juniors 95.4% ; 
Seniors 91.2%. There were 26 students not absent for the 
term. 

I am pleased to state that the students are taking more 
interest in their work this year and that the standard of 
our school has been raised about five points. 

Due to the remarkable work of our graduates who have 
attended college, we have been accepted by the New Eng- 
land Certificate Board for another period of three years. 
This means that any student graduating from our school

with an average rank of 80%, will be admitted to any 
college in New England belonging to this board, without 
taking an entrance examination. The four colleges in our 
state belong to this board. 


AIMS OF THE TEACHERS 


We are trying to impress upon the minds of the pupils 
that the school is his workshop where he has a certain 
amount of work to do each day and a place where the 
teacher can best show him how to do it. 

We are also trying to impress upon his mind that the 
work he is doing at school is only a stepping stone to 
doing work of a higher grade and a means of helping him 
to do life’s work when he gets out into the world to earn 
his own living. At present we are not emnphasizing how 
much work a student should do but how well it should be 
done. We are endeavoring to teach our pupils to be proud 
of doing their own work. The business of a teacher, 
whether in school or out, is not to do the work for the 
pupil but to teach him how he can best do it himself, 

In all schools there are a number of so-called leaners, 
that is, pupils who will let parents, teachers and other 
pupils do their work for them. The sooner these leaners 
get so they can be self supporting the better it will be 
for all concerned. 

If a parent or teacher lets the pupil lean on him con- 
tinually then the pupil will grow weak mentally, for when 
a pupil is leaning he is not thinking for himself. It is 
our desire to teach our students to think intelligently for 
themselves. 

The following articles were written by the students in 
the Senior and Junior English Classes. 


LIBRARY 


The most important improvement in our library this 
year is the set of new book shelves which has been built. 
The installing of the new shelves has made it possible for 
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us to catalog our books and place them on the shelves in 
such a way that it is easy for the students to look up 
material on any subject with very little difficulty. 

Through the courtesy of the pupils we have been able 
to enlarge our library about fifty volumes. These books 
are of the fiction and non fiction type. Besides these, we 
have received six volumes of “The Nature Lovers’ Library” 
from Mrs. Valerie DeMerritt of West Peru, in memory of 
her daughter, who was a student in our school. 

We are very proud of our library and it is our aim to 
make it one of the best small libraries in the state.

Andrews, Leforest Collins, Robert Gagnon, Leslie Mc- 
Leod, Thora Weld and Stanwood Horne; Grades 1 and 
2, Robert Cochran, Donald Collins, Jr., Ferne Gagnon, 
Lynn Maker, Arlene Masterman, and Anita Welch; Sub- 
Primary, Elethea McLeod; Dixfield Common, Francis 
Berry ; Towle, Charles Holman and Marguerite Holman; 
Severy Hill, Dudley Burnham, Edna Averill, Beatrice 
Coolidge, Kenneth Coolidge, Mary Paine, William 
Paine, and Clara Wright. Sixty-five pupils were not 
absent for the term. 

Five pupils were not absent for the four consecutive 
terms. They did not miss a session for 51 weeks. 
Their names are: Dudley Burnham, Edith McIntire, 
Leslie Mcleod, Helen Morse and Donald Rowe. Dur- 
ing the school years ending June, 1929 and June, 1930, 
Dudley Burnham, Helen Morse, and Donald Rowe were 
not absent. Their attendance was perfect also for the 
fall term of 1930. Consequently they attended school 
for 87 weeks without missing a session. In addition to 
this fine record, Donald Rowe was not absent during 
the school year ending June, 1928, and consequently 
holds first place in the town of Dixfield for attendance. 
His record is 123 weeks without missing a session. 


REPAIRS . 


Last summer the steel ceiling program in the Central 
School was continued, and the danger of falling plaster 
removed from two more rooms. All the grade rooms on 
the first floor now have steel ceilings. 

A large part of the appropriation was expended for 
equipment. As all the old fire-hose was considered un- 
ft for use, it was replaced with new. The insurance 
company requires a hose in the upper hall, one in the 
lower hall, and one in the basement. Window screens 
were furnished for the upper hall so that the evening 
rehearsals of the school band and orchestra would not 
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be interrupted by mosquitoes during the summer 
months. Some more new desks were purchased and 
distributed to the various rooms as needed. A part of. 
the furniture has been in use for a long time, and each 
year it 1s necessary to install a few new seats where 
old ones go to pieces. 

Some new Sterling slate blackboards were installed in 
the Severy Hill School and a new door provided. New 
water coolers were placed in all the rural schools so 
that the facilities for drinking water are much improved. 

Minor repairs such as oiling floors, varnishing furni- 
ture, cleaning out toilets, etc., were attended to, and all 
buildings were thoroughly cleaned and disinfected. 

The chief expenses of the repair account the coming 
year will be for a steel ceiling for the lower hall in the 
Central building, and improvements in the toilet accom- 
modations. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATION OF PUPILS 


A physical examination of the pupils was given 
under the direction of Miss Ruth Woodward of the 
Public Health Nursing Service. Dr. J. S. Sturtevant 
was the examining physician. Miss Edith L. Soule, 
Division Director of the State Department of Health 
has sent me the results: of the examination, and they 
are incorporated in this report.

For the purpose of follow-up work 59 home visits 
were made by Miss Woodward. The Lions Club as- 
sumed the responsibility for the correction of defects 
for two children. The outstanding defects here, as in 
most other schools, are dental defects. The parents 
were invited to attend the inspection, and when it was 
possible for them to be present, there was better co- 
operation. In the examination there were 12 high 
school students, 16 grammar and 5 rural school pupils 
found to be entitled to the gold star pins, which means 
that these boys and girls had no apparent defects. 

Three clinics for diphtheria prevention were held and 
127 pupils were given the first treatment. There were 
107 who completed this immunization treatment, with 
20 others having the treatment from their family physi- 
cian, making a total of 127 immunized against diph- 
theria. 

Miss Dorothy Bryant, State Dental Hygienist, exam- 
‘ned the teeth of the puipls and submits the following 
for your consideration: 

“An examination of the mouths of the school pupils 
in Dixfield, made by the Maine State Department of 
Health, Division of Dental Hygiene, in November, re- 
veals some better conditions than were found last year, 
and some not so good. 

There are more pupils with clean mouths and healthy 
gum tissue, but fewer who apparently are not in need 
of immediate dental care. The average decayed teeth 
per mouth has dropped, but the percentage of pupils 
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having decayed permanent teeth has increased. The 
most improvement is apparently in the pupils of the 
primary grades. 

Well-cared for teeth and mouths are’ essential to 
school progress. The child who suffers with tooth- 
aches or who is unhealthy, although he may not appear 
to be, due to material absorbed from decayed or diseased 
teeth, cannot apply himself to his lessons as successfully 
as the child who is well and unhampered with physical 
ailments. Bad mouth conditions far outnumber the 
total of all other physical aliments among schoo! chil- 
dren everywhere. 

A well-balanced diet that contains quantities of fresh 
vegetables, fresh fruits, milk and a minimum amount 
of sugar or sweets; well chewed foods; adequate tooth- 
brushings, at least twice daily; and regular, frequent, at 
least twice-yearly, visits to the family dentist for dental 
examinations and repairs, will do much to prevent tooth 
troubles and retardation in school progress.” 

Miss Bryant has sent me some very extensive tabu- 
lations showing results of the examination, but space 
will not permit me to use them in this report. How- 
ever, it will be a pleasure for me to show them to any 
citizen who may wish to study the results in detail. 

The appropriation for the State Department of 
Health for Public Health Nursing in our schools was 
$89.00. This entitled the town to 10.7 days’ service. 
Already we have received 10.2 days’ service, so there 
is due the town one-half day more. As the school year 
does not end until June 12th, Miss Woodward has ample 
time to give the town its full quota of work. 


THE. -DEXFIELD: SCHOOL BANIO 
AND ORCHESTRA 


With the permission of Mr. Thomas P. Holt, In- 
structor of the School Band and Orchestra, the follow- 
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ing information which shows present conditions, is sub- 
mitted: — ; 

The instructor feels, with quite a bit of disappoint- 
ment, that the height of proficiency has been reached 
in the schoe! Band—Orchestra, unless a remedy for what 
seems to be one of the major difficulties can be pre- 
scribed. 

It is admitted that the ideals being striven for are 
more or less difficult to attain, but should they not be? 
Certainly unless they are high no great progress can be 
made, unless we are to be satisfied with just ordinary, 
mediocre efficiency and results. 

It seems that the time is nearly at hand, when one 
question should be definitely decided. Is instrumental 
music in the school worth while? Is it, or is it not, of 
any importance? 

The question of its being an advantage and asset 
in the future needs no answer. Nearly every adult, it is 
safe to venture, would be very much pleased if he or 
she could play upon some instrument as well as some 
of these students do. 

If, in your final conclusion, your judgment dictates 
that it is not of sufficient importance to warrant the 
necessary effort, then the thing to do is to abandon the 
project. 

On the other hand, if it is to be considered worthy 
of support, it should be supported. 

It always has been and always will be, that if there 
is a will there is a way. Now if there is the will, the 
way must be provided; and the way in this instance 
includes good solid backing, from parent, school board, 
faculty and students themselves. But it is believed that 
the most serious factor 1s in the hands of parent and 
student. Improvement can not be made without home 
practice and attendance at rehearsals. A minimum of 
four hours per week, slightly over a half hour per day, 
of home practice is as little as can be expected to be 
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of much benefit. But this amount will work wonders 
if systematically and conscientiously followed every day 
on constructive exercises and study. 

This requisite is far from being carried out. 

The effect of this situation is known and not at all 
encouraging. 

The cause is not so easily determined, but must be 
found and remedied. | 

Two years ago it was announced that another begin- 
ners’ class would be started in March if a sufficient 
number of applications was made: Six children applied, 
but the parents of only two of them were in the mood 
to shoulder the responsibility. 

Last year the same offer was extended and one 
parent and four children responded. 

The same offer is again made at this time. ‘The en- 
rollment should be not less than fifteen and applications 
must all be in by the middle of March. 

That you may know the necessity of a class of sub- 
juniors being started this spring, please consider that 
next year the organization will be depleted by the 
graduating of ten of its members, and means a severe 
setback and especially so if there is no prospect of their 
places being filled. 

All of this it is hoped will not he taken as censure 
or reproach, but a statement of the facts as they seem to 
exist, and an invitation for some one to take the initia- 
tive and ascertain if it is for the best interest to dispense 
with this activity, or to carry on. 

High compliment is due and with much pleasure is 
extended some students for their faithful endeavors 
which are rewarded by most satisfactory accomplish- 
ments. | 


FINANCES 


An overdraft of $227.45 appears in the High School 
account, due to the fact that the amount received for tuition 
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from the Town of Peru is smaller than was anticipated. 
Because of the commercial course, and some of the special 
courses, such as manual training, domestic science, agricul- 
ture, and printing, which are offered at Stephens High, some 
of the West Peru students decided to go to Rumford instead 
of coming to Dixfield. 

The other accounts with the exception of the one for 
Superintendence, which balances, show unexpended amounts. 
The total of these exceeds the High School overdraft by 
$119.39. 

Your Committee and Superintendent have considered 
carefully the requirements of the schools for the coming 
year, and have submitted the following list of recommenda- 
tions to the members of the budget committee who have ap- 
proved the same and recommend that these amounts be raised 
at the annual town meeting:

The items in the budget are the same as last year, with the 
exception of High School, and the one for Insurance, Lights 
and Water. ‘The increase of $100.00 for high school is to 
pay part of the overdraft. The sum of $150.00 in addition 
to the usual amount appropriated for insurance, lights and 
water, must be raised in order to pay insurance premiums 
that will become due during the year. 

No recommendations are made for laboratory and flags 
as the unexpended balances in these accounts will take care 
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of any expenses that may be necessary. ‘The total ae iS 
$125.00 more than the amount raised last year. 


In closing I wish to thank all the citizens of Dixfield who 
have aided the schools in any way the past year.
